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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the amendment and remarks filed on May 27, 2004, the claims were found to 
be allowable since no prior art could be found teaching or suggesting an apparatus for 
use with a human body for brachytherapy comprising: a seed position detecting means 
determining a position, with reference to a space-fixed coordinate system, of a seed 
deposited in the patients body by the injection device, as claimed in Claims 1-3, 10 and 
54. Claims 12-52 remain allowable per the reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed 
on January 26, 2004.
